We are writing this letter in re- 
sponse to a poster promoting a 
certain candidate running for the 
presidency of the S.G.A. We were 
utterly shocked by the use of 
Lambda' s front page (vol .

Although his intentions of increas- 
ing off-campus awareness in 
S.G.A. elections and voting were 
quite commendable, the way in 
which he chose to do so was ques- 
tionable, to say the least. Sec- 
ondly, the Chief Returning Of- 
ficer is partly to blame for allow- 
ing such a poster to be put up 
without thinking about the prob- 
lems which could have arisen. 
Ultimately, Mark Green is respon- 
sible and should be accountable 
for his decisions and for the ac- 
tions of the C.R.O. Mr. Green 
and the C.R.O. should have fore- 
seen the problems such a cam- 
paign advertisement could have 
caused and should have taken the 



proper steps to prevent its publi- 
cation. 

In response to this attack, we 
demand formal written and pub- 
lic apologies from all parties re- 
sponsible immediately!! These 
apologies will be directed towards 
the L.O.C.S. executive and all its 
membership. They will be pro- 
duced without delay and, unfor- 
tunately, at their inconvenience. 

In closing, the S.G.A. should 
adopt a policy to discourage this 
abusive and unnecessary use of 
smear campaigning during its 
annual elections. We wait impa- 
tiently for an explanatory apol- 
ogy enlightening us to the reasons 
why this poster was allowed and 
why Mr. Clarke utilized such a 
tactic.

L.U. Museum and Arts Centre 

According to the Art Gallery of Ontario in Toronto, an expected $6 million shortfall to its 
operating base threatens the education and outreach programs which benefit the public art 
galleries in the Sudbury community. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario is an agency of the Province of Ontario. 
"If the Art Gallery of Ontario fails to get this ($6 million) increase," says the AGO, "education 
and outreach programs will be terminated, including future exhibitions to the Laurentian 
University Museum and Art Centre." 

Since 1968, the L.U.M. A.C. at 25 1 John Street has borrowed 1 10 art exhibitions from the Art 
Gallery of Ontario. 

The termination of AGO outreach programming would have a serious impact on the quality 
of programming offered at the Art Centre— of the 20 to 25 art exhibitions offered annually by 
the L.U.M.A.C, four to five a year are organized by or with the assistance of the AGO. This 
includes "Artists and Their Work" exhibitions. 

In the past few years alone, AGO exhibitions have brought to Sudbury international 
masterpieces by artists like Picasso, Monet, and Renoir, among many others. 

"The 1 6,000 works in the AGO 's permanent collection are held in trust for all Ontarians," says 
Glenn Lowry, Director of the AGO. "The people of Sudbury have a right to see and enjoy these 
works in their own community at the L.U.M.A.C." 

The AGO leads the art galleries in the province in tire ability to provide excellent catalogues 
and support materials for their exhibitions. Their publications provide essential research for 
Ontario artists, both historical and contemporary. 

One of the AGO's vital links with art galleries in other areas of the province is the "Artists and 
Their Works" program. 

Over the years, this highly interactive program has allowed the L.U.M. A.C. to bring 45 rising 
Canadian artists and exhibitions of theirnewest work to Sudbury. While here, the visiting artists 
talk face-to-face to area school children and artists.

Brothers Launches Pilot Project 
for Couples 



Big Brothers of Sudbury 
and District is launching an ex- 
citing new program which will 
match men and women with 
boys. 

C.A.R J.N.G Couples is 
an acronym for "care and re- 
spect in nurturing growth". The 
program is designed for boys 
between the ages of 6 and 16 
who will be better served by a 
match with a man and woman in 
a stable relationship. This var- 
ies from the traditional Big 
Brother friendship system which 
normally pairs young boys with 
an adult male role model. 

Big Brothers Executive 
Director Ernie Soulliere feels 
there is a need in Sudbury for 
this new service. "Some boys 



come from families where the 
male may have been abusive or 
neglectful. In this case, the child 
may feel more comfortable if a 
woman is present in the match. 
Matching a stable couple with 
the child will also allow him to 
see that it is possible for men 
woment to interact in a positive, 
loving manner." 

Candidates for 

C.A.RJ.N.G Couples must be 
over the age of 1 9 and have been 
married for a minimum of one 
year. Both partners must be 
willing to commit themselves to 
a match with a young boy for at 
least a year and must complete a 
screening process by Big Broth- 
ers case workers. Time com- 
mitments to the match may vary , 



depending on whatever is com- 
fortable for the Little Brother 
and the C.A.R.I.N.G Couple. 

"We have young boys 
who are now ready to be m ate hed 
with C.A.RJ.N.G Couples," 
says Soulliere. "This can be a 
tremendously satisfying experi- 
ence for the right couples. The 
change that occurs in our Little 
Brothers, once they enter the 
program and become involved 
in a positive relationship with 
our adult role models, is won- 
derful to see. This type of vol- 
unteer work can only be meas- 
ured from the heart."

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Another View on Quebec Separation 



One of the prominent is- 
sues in modern day Canada 
is whether or not Quebec 
should be considered a "dis- 
tinct society" or one of 10 
equal provinces. If you look 
at the pros and cons of Que- 
bec separating to become this 
distinct society, hopefully 
you will agree that Canada 
staying as one is the right 
answer. 

From 1927 to 1980, there 
were 10 unsuccessful at- 
tempts to bring the Constitu- 
tion back home. The first 
efforts at constitutional re- 
form dealt with Ottawa's de- 
mands for more power. By 
1960, the focus hadchanged. 
The Quebec government 
wanted more economic and 
cultural powers, as well as 
the ability to use those pow- 
ers. Other provinces fol- 
lowed Quebec by demand- 
ing greater powers as well. 
Quebec became the sole 
province to withhold its con- 
sent when Pierre Trudeau 
made an agreement that 
brought the Constitution 
home in 1 982 with an amend- 
ing formula and a Charter of 
Rights, but without signifi- 
cant additional powers foi 
Ouebec (MacLeans . 1991). 

In 1987, Brian Mulroney 
and the 10 premiers signed 
the Meech Lake Accord, 
which dealt with Quebec's 
requests. It recognized Que- 
becasadistinctsociety. This 
was turned down by Canadi- 
ans because they agreed that 
all provinces should be 
treated equally. Because of 
this refusal to pass this bill, 
Ouebec contemplates sepa- 
ration from the rest of 
Canada. Does Quebec need 
to separate to get this status? 
Yes, for the status they want 
they would have to separate. 
It wouldn't be fair to the rest 
of the provinces if they re- 
ceived this recognition and 
remained a part of Canada. 

Quebec continues to talk 
of separating from the rest of 
thecountry. Theydon'twant 
to be connected with Canada 
because they think their 
rights aren't being exercised 
to the fullest Quebec as a 
separate country may have a 
few benefits but in the end 
both Canada and definitely 
Quebec will suffer. Some 
may say that Quebec has so 
much nationalism that 
Quebecers will withstand the 
separation. Well, what is 
nationalism? According to 
Webster's Dictionary one 
definition of nationalism is 



"the devotion to the interests of 
one's own nation." You would 
think if Quebec was devoted to 
its nation it would try to com- 
promise with Canada and do 
anything to keep Canada to- 
gether. There is a difference 
between nationalism and stub- 
bornness. Their best chance of 
survival would be to stay with 
the rest of the country because 
if they decide to separate not 
everyone will stay in Quebec, 
many will join the rest of 
Canada; so even in the interests 
of Quebec, Canada should stay 
as one. 
Quebec, having one-third of 



Canada's population, will have 
a great impact on the power 
Canada holds if they do sepa- 
rate. In the eyes of the U.S. 
and the world Canada may 
seem unstable. Who is to say 
that this won't cause a chain 
reaction, with other provinces 
beginning to feel the same and 
breaking off from this coun- 
try. Quebec will probably put 
barriers up as well. It would 
be disadvantageous for Cana- 
dians to pay duty on items 
brought back from Quebec and 
having to go through customs 
every time they visited Que- 
bec or the Maritimes. 



If our country breaks up 
Canada definitely won't be the 
only one hurt; Quebec will suf- 
fer as well. Even though Que- 
bec produces some goods for 
the rest of Canada, they receive 
a great deal more. If Quebec 
separates, therefore, their eco- 
nomic situation will definitely 
be hampered. In addition, fi- 
nancial aid is given to Quebec 
from the Canadian government 
and if separation occurs all 
funds and ties will be cut off. 
Canada has been confeder- 
ated for 1 25 years and I think it 
shouldcontinuetobeso. Some 
people consider Quebec to be 



greedy, blackmailing the rest 
of Canada by saying "if you 
don't give us what we want 
we will leave." Tension arises 
when this issue is discussed 
because of the situation placed 
before us. Quebec seems to 
be betraying the rest of 
Canada. In my opinion, I 
wouldn't mind saying let 
them leave, but, if you look at 
it from all angles, both Que- 
bec and the rest of Canada 
would be better off to stay as 
one.

It is because I believe that opportu- 
nities such as UCF help us to under- 
stand ourselves and appreciate our 
country more that I am writing to 
encourage interested Laurentian stu- 
dents to consider attending UCF for 
the 1992-93 academic year.

largest group of students. The 
1989/90 session, however, 
saw Laurentian students com- 
prise the ninth largest group 
of students behind perennial 
academic powers like 
Marianapolis college. The 
second deviation from the 
original mandate is the re- 
quirement that Laurentian 
faculty would make up the 
core of the academic staff at 
UCF. In the 1989/90 session 
only two out of 28 professors 
at UCF were from Lauren- 
tian. Finally, the original UCF 
mandate specifically stated 
that a balance of anglophones 
and francophones was a pri- 
mary goal of the UCF pro- 
gram. In the 1989/90 session 
91% of the participants were 
anglophone, down slightly 
from 92% the year before. 

In financial terms, the 
UCF operation was clearly 
draining money from the Lau- 
rentian campus. Ron 
Chrysler, chair of the Finance 
Committee, succinctly sum- 
marized the problem by stat- 
ing: "it was estimated that 
approximately $75Q.OOOdol- 
lars could be available for 
reallocation if the UCF pro- 
gram were terminated." 
Membersof the Review com- 
mittee, however, opted to 
gloss over the financial im- 
pact by including best-case 
financial scenarios regarding 
UCF. 

Despite the over- 
whelming evidence against 
continuing the UCF program ,

the Ringling Brothers circus 
clowns on the review com- 
mittee unanimously approved 
the continuation of the entire 
UCF operation. At this point, 
however, things became in- 
teresting. ACAPLAN, the 
chief academic review proc- 
ess of the university, commu- 
nicated a unanimous motion 
to Senate stating that "while 
ACAPLAN recognizes the 
merits of the UCF programme 
ACAPLAN does not supp ort 
its continuation unless ways 
can be devised to reduce the 
impact on other Laurentian 
programs resulting from 
present funding policy." 

Senate, in the Fall of 
1990, voted to continue the 
UCF program by a narrow 
margin of two votes . This 
drop in popularity among 
Senate from the original vote 
in 1986 of 38-2 should have 
indicated the serious prob- 
lems of the UCF operation. 
Unfortunately, the worstnews 
was yet to come. 

The 1990 Senate vote 
dealt solely with the academic 
nature of the UCF program. 
A second five year agreement, 
however, remained to be ne- 
gotiated with Blyth & Com- 
pany. The first five year con- 
tract saw Blyth take the ma- 



jority of the financial bur- 
den. Blyth clearly wished 
to cover his losses in the 
event of student decreases 
in enrolment. Amazingly, 
the Board of Governors ap- 
proved a scandalous five 
year agreement that could 
have a disastrous impact on 
the university. The key fea- 
ture of the new contract con- 
cerned enrolment penalty 
clauses. Optimum enrol- 
ment figures of 1 60 students 
for the Fall/Winter session 
and 170 students for the 
Spring session were deter- 
mined. Any 
enmlmenttotals below these 
figures meant that 
Laurentian had to pay pen- 
alty clauses to Blyth of 
$7.995 per student in the 
Fall/Winter session, and 
$2.295 per student in the 
Spring session. 

This past year, only 
85 students enroled in the 
Fall/Winter session. If the 
new contract was in force, 
Laurentian University 
would be obliged to reim- 
burse Sam Blyth to the tune 
of $600.000 . The conduct 
of the signatories to this con- 
tract is inexcusable. Any 
fool that would sign a con- 
tract containing clauses 
having the potential to cost 



the university S8.000.000 
over a five year period 
should think about invest- 
ing money in a padded cell 
with white walls to retire in. 
The fact that Laurentian 
University is SQlgJy respon- 
sible despite contributing 
less than 10% of the stu- 
dents to UCF is a blatant 
misuse of public funds, 
funds that could be used to 
alleviate chronic over- 
crowding and faculty short- 
ages here at Laurentian. 

In conclusion, when 
you read glowing reports of 
the UCF operation from ex- 
students and administrative 
officials with a direct stake 
in the continuation of the 
UCF program, think twice 
before foolishly swallow- 
ing this propaganda. The 
UCF campus in France is a 
place where students go to 
have a fabulous vacation at 
the expense of the academic 
and financial credibility of 
this institution. Claims to 
the contrary by venerable 
"leaders" like Dr. Ross Paul 
should be taken with a grain 
of salt. The time has come 
to make a stand and not 
allow the nagging spectre 
of UCFtocontinue to haunt 
the integrity of Laurentian 
University.

Don't Leave Home Without It

Non-autonomous student 
newspapers are a lot like those 
unfortunate travellers on Ameri- 
can Express commercials who 
are forever being robbed... 
they're so vulnerable, but most 
of them don't know it. 

They're vulnerable because 
some of their funding comes from 
the student government, which 
is run by the same people on 
whom they must critically re- 
port. Regardless of the current 
state of council/paper relations, 
there is a fundamental difference 
between the interest of the two 
institutions. 

What is best for the paper is 
not always in council'sperceived 
interests. As long as council 
retains financial control, the pa- 
per is subject to its pressure and, 
in extreme cases, complete domi- 
nation. 

Student councils seldom 
practice overt manipulation like 
direcdy hiring editors or holding 
a veto over content which was 
once standard practice. But they 
continue to exert considerable, 
though more subtle control, 
through financial leverage. 

Fortunately , tourists can pro- 
tect themselves by investing in 
travellers' cheques. Smart news- 
papers protect themselves with 
autonomy. 

Autonomy eliminates coun- 
cil's leverage by removing its 
financial control. This change 
doesn ' t mean the newspaper staff 
is only financially accountable 
to itself. With autonomy the 
students, rather than the student 
politicians, become the group to 
whom the paper is responsible. 
Making Hay While the Sun 
Shines 

The argument for autonomy 
is a logical one. Yet only about 
one-fifth of Canadian Univer- 
sity Press members are now au- 
tonomous or semi -autonomous, 
and the number working towards 
it is still small. This widespread 
indifference occurs partly be- 
cause many newspapers lack in- 
formation about it or they feel 
unprepared to pursue it 

But there's another reason: 
complacency. Most councils 
only rarely interfere with what 
the newspaper staff wants to 
print, and they seldom use their 
financial control as a big suck. 
This fosters the illusion that CUP 
newspapers already have edito- 
rial freedom and that, except for 
a few hassles at budget time, 
they have nothing to worry about 
from council. So why bother 
with autonomy? 

Tell that to the three or four 
or five newspapers every year 
that get mauled by councils that 
can't understand the difference 
between a student newspaper and 
a council newsletter. Shutdowns 
and takeovers occur with de- 
pressing regularity, and may be- 



come more common as councils 
struggle with financial realities, 
1990's style. 

But the real cost of student 
councils controlling newspaper 
finances is less obvious. Through 
more subtle means than having a 
story pulled or an editor fired, 
student governments force all 
non-autonomous papers to make 
concessions. A few recent ex- 
amples from a long list: 

* Ad revenues fall below projec- 
tions and council threatens to 
close down the paper before the 
publishing year ends. 

* Council shuns the paper's in- 
put into hiring a new ad manager 
and saddles it with an incompe- 
tent. 

* The paper decides to overlook 
possible stories critical of the 
student government in hopes of 
getting a better financial deal. 

* The paper is required to run 
council advertising free or at a 
discount, superficially improv- 
ing the council's financial pic- 
ture at the paper's expense. 

* As publisher, council signs a 
national ad contract that's not in 
the paper's best interests and 
against the staffs wishes. 

* council purchases unsuitable 
typesetting equipment and forces 
the newspaper to use it. 

Anyone with long experi- 
ence in council-paper relations 
will recognize how abridged this 
list is. 

Even in a year when coun- 
cil-paper relations are ' good ' , the 
newspaper staff must deal with a 
group that only sees student 
newspapers eating up a lot of 
cash. That energy could be 
more productively channelled 
into improving the paper's posi- 
tion through an autonomy drive. 

Student's politicians also 
may resent the time spent deal- 
ing with the newspaper. 

Freedom with Responsibil- 
ity: A Constitution 

Before students hand over 
thousands of dollars to their 
newspaper, they have a right to 
demand that the money be han- 
dled responsibly and the paper 
operate fairly and efficiently. A 
fair and workable constitution is 
a critical step in guaranteeing 
this. 

Most CUP members have 
constitutions, but all could use 
improvements. Even papers that 
aren't currently planning to go 
autonomous should write or re- 
vise their constitutions. 

A paper's constitution does 
two things: it defines relations 
between the paper and the stu- 
dents, as well as the paper's in- 
ternal workings. It must be clear, 
concise and realistically reflect 
the newspaper's capabilities. It 
should be acceptable, through 
negotiations, to council. A pa- 
per seeking autononmy can al- 
ways bypass this by going di- 
rectly to a referendum, but this is 



undesirable if you can negotiate 
an agreement. Acceptable con- 
stitutions are not built in a day. 
They evolve from discussions in 
staff meetings and with student 
politicians and by comparison 
with other constitutions (avail- 
able through CUP). 
Removal Of Staff Member Sta- 
tus 

Establish a mechanism for 
dismissing a staff member. Pos- 
sible grounds are as follows: 

1) Acting in contempt of, or 
contrary to the constitution or 
any bylaw of the newspaper. 

2) Acting in contempt of, or 
contrary to, a know staff vote on 
the paper'scontent, except where 
such a vote interferes with the 
basic student rights of the staff 
member in question. 

Removing a staff person 
should require a 2/3 majority. 
Financing 

As a matter of course, news- 
papers should take their finan- 
cial responsibilities seriously re- 
gardless of their status vis-a-vis 
the student government. 
Amending Formula 

A basic goal for non — au- 
tonomous papers should be in- 
ternal control over their consti- 
tution. Councils lack the exper- 
tise to judge how a paper oper- 
ates and they have conflicting 
interests. Just as the paper should 
control its content, it should con- 
trol the ground rules by which it 
operates. Council should not be 
able to ratify constitutional 
amendments. 

A good amending formula 
should allow changes only if the 
proposed amendment has strong 
support, adequate notice is given, 
and a minimum number of vot- 
ers are present. Typically, two- 
thirds of the staff present at the 
meeting must approve any 
change in the constitution, no- 
tice of any proposed amendment 
must be posted prominently in 
the office a week or two in ad- 
vance, and a minimum number 
or percentage of staffers (which- 
ever is higher) must be present. 

You may also require that 
the proposed amendment be 
printed in the newspaper. Some 
papers stipulate that all amend- 
ments must be passed at two dif- 
ferent staff meetings at least two 
weeks apart. 
Operating Capital 

Usually, the administration 
collects the money for the news- 
paper. If students approved an 
autonomy referendum including 
a$10perstudentnewspaperlevy, 
they would see a separate line 
item to fund the newspaper when 
they paid their tuition fees. The 
administration would have to 
agree to collect this fee. 

Full financial autonomy 
means two things: subject to ap- 
proval by your board of directors 
or a general meeting of the stu- 
dents, you control spending in- 



ternally and you are guaranteed 
funding which only the students 
can change. 
INCORPORATION 

A student newspaper can be 
incorporated federally orprovin- 
cially. Most student associations 
are incorporated, and the proc- 
ess for incorporating a student 
newspaper is similar or identi- 
cal. 

The interests of the student 
'shareholders' would be pro- 
tected, as in any corporation, by 
a board of directors. The board 
of directors would be named the 
publication board, or pub board. 
It would meet regularly to over- 
see the paper's finances. (Other 
tasks of the pub board are out- 
lined later.) 

The students would also have 
an opportunity to examine or 
modify the operations of the pub- 
lishing society at its general meet- 
ings. An annual general meeting 
(AGM)isrequiredbylaw. There 
would also be provisions for a 
special general meeting (SGM) 
that students or board members 
can call. 

The decision to incorporate 
when it achieves financial sepa- 
ration may not be totally in the 
paper's hands. For instance, the 
University of Toronto Student 
Administrative council actually 
prodded the Varsity into finan- 
cial separation with incorpora- 
tion because they were no longer 
willing to accept legal responsi- 
bility for what the paper printed. 
The student union may request 
incorporation as the only way to 
ensure that the autonomous pa- 
per spends the student's money 
properly. 
Publication Boards 

One of the most important 
matters to consider in drawing 
up an autonomy proposal is the 
composition and powers of the 
publications board. As men- 
tioned already, the pub board is 
the corporations board of direc- 
tors and is required by law. 

The main function of a 
publication board is to oversee 
the paper's finances. The 
board may also act as a commit- 
tee to field complaints about the 
editorial content of the paper 
from the student body, but it has 
no power to determine content. 
The board may advise on edito- 
rial content, including advertis- 
ing policy, but may not make 
binding decisions about it. 
General Meetings 

General meetings of corpo- 
rations are usually deadly dull 
affairs. The budget is reviewed, 
a few uninformed questions are 
asked, and then everyone yawns 
and head for the coffee and 
doughnuts. 

General meetings of student 
newspaper publishing societies 
are potentially much more excit- 
ing because shareholders at a 
general meeting have the power 



to do ANYTHING THEY 
WANT to the corporation. Nor- 
mally, no drastic changes to the 
constitution would be made, but 
they could be, so some care 
should be taken to ensure that 
general meetings accurately re- 
flect student views. You may 
wish to set a very low quorum, 
say 25, to ensure it is reached, 
but you risk being mauled by a 
well organized faction of your 
enemies. On the other hand, 
students should have some means 
to take really drastic action 
against a paper gone berserk. A 
good compromise: set quorum at 
5 per cent of the student popula- 
tion and widely publicize the 
meeting. A meeting that fails to 
reach quorum may proceed, but 
its decisions are not binding. 

Referendum results are usu- 
ally more representative that gen- 
eral meetings, and it is prefer- 
able to deal with major disputes 
before they go to either. 
Financial Planning 

Autonomy is basically about 
dollars and cents. 
Other Financial Matters 

'"I'm Glad You Asked 
That..." 

"We the members of the stu- 
dent government are elected rep- 
resentatives of the students. 
Therefore, we are responsible for 
the administration of all student 
activities..." 

When the newspaper staff 
first broaches the idea of au- 
tonomy to members of a student 
union, nine times out of ten, this 
is the response they will receive. * 

For most student organiza- 
tions, this answer would be cor- 
rect. Student unions exist be- 
cause of the need for administra- 
tion and organization of student 
services and activities. They are 
usually responsible for funding 
organizations and clubs and en- 
suring that the money is well 
spent. These are all thankless 
jobs, but student unions protect 
their right to them zealously. 

Should the student press be 
considered in the same light as 
all other student organizations? 
Is a newspaper just another club 
that exists to provide an extra- 
curricular outiet for the creative 
energies of the student body? 

A newspaper does perform 
that function, but it also serves 
students by providing essen- 
tial coverage of student gov- 
ernment activities and how 
they handle the students' 
money. 

Just as the student union 
could not carry out its duties if 
the campus administration ap- 
propriated its funds or had the 
power to overrule its policies, a 
paper cannot be free to fulfill its 
obligations to the students if the 
maior object of its front-page 
news cove rage can control its 
content.

This past weekend at the OUAA/OWIAA championships, Joanne 
Archambault Laurentian'srecord-holdingshotputter had one thing on hermind. 
And that was to win a medal. Last year, after setting the school record early in 
the season, Joanne suffered a debilitating injury which prevented her from 
winning a medal at the provincial championships and stopped her from compet- 
ing at the nationals. Despite all sorts of therapy during the summer and fall, her 
injury still lingered. In fact, up until a few months ago this season looked to be 
a total loss as well. 

But finally Joanne's perseverance and determination began to pay off. 
She was ready to take a chance. At her fust meet - the U of T Classic on, Feb 8th 
- Joanne proved she is certainly oneof the top university shot-putters in the nation. 
Her put of 1 2.37 m qualified her for the nationals in Winnipeg on March 1 3th and 
14th. Her Toronto performance bolstered her confidence and determination to 
win the medal she couldn't get last year. In her second meet she put her shot over 
the 12 meter mark. At that point she knew that her goal was within reat h. 

This weekend she had difficulty in relaxing especially ^ticn iwr k • .. ms 
were in jeopardy after the 2nd round. However, a respectable third ^.tvc rut me 
opportunity for three more puts. That was all sheneeded. The firstof her last three 
attempts travelled a distance of 12.1 lm. It was good enough for the third place 
and the medal she waited for so long. 

Joanne was not the only Laurentian athlete who performed exceptionally 
well at the provincial championships. In fact of the thirteen athletes competing, 
five had personal best performances, in addition to two school records. 

The men's 4x200m team consisting of Peter Przychodzki, Gavin Bell, 
Ivan Joseph and Rob Vander Ploeg showed they were to run fast. They eclipsed 
the old school record by over a second and missed out on qualifying for the 
nationals by only 7 tenths of a second. The other school record was set in the 
women's 60m. Jackie Dore blazed through her heat in a time of 8.03, just 5/100 
of a second shy of the record. Then, in her semi-final a terrific start and good 
concentration got her to the finish line in a school record time of 7.90 seconds. 
Unfortunately, in the final a tight hamstring muscle may have prevented her from 
a medal and going on to nationals. 

The MVP's of the meet were Jackie Dore for the women and both Mark 
Dewan and Jason Leach for the men. Both the women's team and the men's team 
enjoyed a "relatively successful season," states coach Rick Carleton, "J' "<>ks 
promising for next year since most of the athlete's are first and secon> iss»r 
students."
